During those years Alberta 
had fewer fires than most other 
provinces, but the’ area burned 
over .in Alberta was seven or 
eight times larger than that in 
other provinces, 


Why? The CIF says it is be- |} 


Ee use Alberta doésn’t spend en- 
ough money on forest protec- 
tion, and as a result fires are al- 
lowed to spread out of control 
before .effettive action can be. 
taken. For example, the cost of 
firefighting in Alberta during 
the 1940-49 period averaged 15 
cents per acre’,burned, complar- 
ed with an average of 86 cents 
for seven other provinces. 


Space doesn’t permit a full re- |. 


view of the CIF report, but it 
Says jin part: “The small amount 
of money spent on forest admin- 
istration means that relatively 
little preparation dan be made 
to meet the menace. of fire. 
There is a lack of firefighting 
equipment, trained supervisors, 
transportation, roads, and means 
for speedy detection.” 

As an example of the compar- 
ative figures quoted, the num- 
ber of fires. in. Ontario during 
1940-49: was. 1,323, compared 
with: 274 fer Alberta, But ‘the 
total area burned in Ontario 
was’ 241,035 acres, and in. Al- 
berta it-was 568,356 acres. The 
average size of fires. in On- 


tario: was 182 aores,. in Alberta 


it ‘was 2,074 acres, 

Even though Alberta has ba: 
gun expanding its fire fighting 
facilities, forest fires so far this 
year have burned over nearly 
500,000 acres, and the mature 
timber. destroyed will take 150 
to 200 years to re-establish it- 
self through natural growth. 

So don’t be surprised if the 
government is asked in the legis- 
lature whether its expansion 
program .is big enough and is 
being. done, fast enough. On the 
facé of it, there is ample evi-

DON'T “MISS THE BOAT” 
TREAT EARLY Se S40 


Recent, bce made by the 
Division of Plant Science, Univers- 
ity of Manitoba show that, in the 
effective. use of 2,4-D and MCP, 
many farmers are “missing the 
boat” on two important counts. 
First, in ‘not realizing the large 
number of weeds that are present 
in the average grain crop, and their 
effect. on yield. Secondly; in not . 
realizing the great. importance of 
timing, particularly early applica- 
tion, in the use of 2,4-D and MCP. 

‘Many Weeds Present. Intensive 
weed surveys have shown that rela- 
tively “clean looking”’ grain fields: 
may contain from 285 to 385 broad- 
leaved weed plants per square yard. 
‘This is indeed a lot of weeds. Plot 
studies at the University of Mani-— 
toba have revealed that as ra as 
10 mustard plants ‘per square 
are capable of reducing the oe Aon of . 
flax appreciably. Oat -yields were 
greatly reduced by 25 mustard 
planis Pe r square yard, while 50 
eat lants markedly affected 

wheat yields. Obviously, then, the — 
presence of from 285 to 385 wi 
acd square yard in the average grain , 

field is bound to seriously reduce 
‘ctop: yields. ‘Fortunately, most . 
broad-leaved weeds in grain. 
crops can be cheaply and effectively 
congrolled by the proper, timely ap- 
plication of 2,4-D and MCP, 

Early Spraying Important. In the 
effective ‘use of 2,4-D and MCP, no 
‘single factor is more important, than 
“earliness of application.” . Plot 
studies have’ shown that when 
oats, badly infested with mustard, 
were sprayed 19 days after emerg- 
ence,. the yield was 1238 bus. per 
acre. When spraying was delayed _ 
until 35-days after emergence, the . 
yield was nly 70. bus. od Pesan a 
decrease of 53 bushels, this later 
‘period many of. the Saad plants 
were beginning to bloom, Map wha 
ately, many farmers‘spray far too.
